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The  Bay  Area  has  just  got  through  celebrating  the  latest  American  craze,  the  newest 
American  industry:  high  fidelity.  Two  weeks  ago,  a  large  "Hi-fi"  show  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Claremont  in  Oakland,  and  a  week  ago,  an  even  larger  one  took  place  at  the 
Sheraton-Palace  in  San  Francisco.  Thousands  of  home-makers  wandered  from  display 
room  to  display  room,  examining  bigger  speakers,  smoother  turntables,  faster  tapes,  and 
bright  modern  design  in  amplifiers.  They  cocked  critical  ears  at  demonstrations  of 
stereophonic  sound,  and  at  alarmingly  precise  reproductions  of  thunder,  drum  cadenzas, 
the  first  ten  bars  of  Carmen,  and  various  tintinnabulations.  Manufacturers  of  electronic 
equipment,  record  companies,  and  the  expert  men  of  the  custom  sound  shops  all 
proudly  and  loudly  exhibited  their  latest  wares. 

KPFA  had  its  modest  display  at  both  shows,  and  attracted  a  certain  modest  interest. 
"In  Northern  California,  FM  means  KPFA",  said  our  immodest  poster;  for  KPFA,  with 
subscribers  all  over  this  area,  broadcasts  exclusively  on  FM.  One  of  the  main  advantages 
of  this  kind  of  broadcasting,  of  course,  is  the  high  fidelity  obtainable.  Our  transmitter 
is  flat  within  1  db.  from  20  cycles  to  18,000  cycles.  It  is  one  of  the  most  powerful  in  the 
entire  country,  at  54,000  watts,  with  an  effective  signal  radius  of  over  100  miles.  For  the 
technically  adept,  it  may  be  added  that  our  controls  are  pre-set  so  that  the  transmitter 
will  be  modulated  100%  at  the  loudest  part  of  a  concert,  volume  controls  are  then  let 
alone,  and  no  compression  is  introduced  anywhere  in  the  system,  so  that  the  dynamic 
range  of  music  is  unimpaired.  All  equipment,  including  leased  telephone  lines,  is  de- 
signed to  handle  frequencies  essentially  flat  30  -  15,000  cycles.  In  addition  to  our  main 
audio  line  from  the  studios  to  the  transmitter  we  have  2  remote  lines,  one  to  the 
University  of  California  and  one  to  the  Berkeley  Community  Theatre,  both  equalized 
to  15,000  cycles,  the  only  such  lines  in  use  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Since  KPFA  broadcasts  several  live  concerts  every  week  from  our  Berkeley  studios, 
high  fidelity  is  really  of  some  use.  You  hear  a  real  oboe,  not  just  a  recording  of  an 
oboe.  And  we  sometimes  make  use  of  our  parallel  transmitter  KPFB,  to  arrange 
binaural  broadcasts.    The  concert  is  picked  up  by  two  microphones  at  some  distance

from  each  other,  one  broadcasting  the  concert  over  KPFA,  the  other  over  KPFB.  The  listener 
who  has  succumbed  to  the  latest  Hi-fi  Show  equipment  can  listen  with  two  receivers,  and 
thus  similate  the  two-ear  effect  of  the  actual  concert  hall. 

But  KPFA  is  not  primarily  a  hi-fi  station,  any  more  than  primarily  we  are  a  "good  music" 
station.  We  broadcast  good  music,  a  lot  of  it,  and  we  are  proud  of  the  fidelity  with  which 
we  transmit  it,  but  these  are  only  part  of  our  preoccupation.  Our  essential  responsibility  is 
not  to  the  electronic  ear  but  to  the  mind.  We  try  to  represent  and  partake  of  culture  as  a  whole 
at  this  time  and  in  this  area— which  involves  good  music,  together  with  programs  of  literature, 
drama,  commentary  both  social  and  political,  and  studies  and  discussions  of  public  affairs. 
This  represents,  we  like  to  think,  a  higher  fidelity.

Music  for  cello  and  piano,  and  for  viola  and  piano,  will  be  performed  in  two  studio  con- 
certs the  first  week  of  this  Folio  period;  Roy  Bogas,  pianist,  plays  with  cellist  Bonnie  Hampton 
on  Monday,  at  8:20,  and  with  violist  Mary  James  on  Wednesday,  at  8:15.

TEEN-AGERS— We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  a  number  of  programs  in  this  Folio  designed 
primarily  for  teen-agers.  As  most  KPFA  listeners  know,  programs  for  children  form  a  very 
important  category  in  KPFA's  total  programming,  but  most  of  these  are  naturally  not  appro- 
priate for  the  teen-age  group.  Individual  members  of  this  group,  we're  sure,  are  interested 
in  a  good  many  adult  programs,  especially  in  the  fields  of  music  and  drama,  but  including, 
we  suspect,  an  even  wider  range— commentators?  panels  on  Man  and  Religion  or  Parents  and 
Children?   Anyhow,  here  are  the  programs  that  will  probably  interest  most  teen-agers:
